Believe me, his music sounds 
like it comes straight from Heaven. 
And appropriately enough, he even 
calls it “celestial vibration.” 

Edward Larry Gordon, former 
actor-comedian turned musician, 
plays an interesting instrument 
called a zither (or autoharp, as it’s 
known in the U.S.) Through electri- 
fying it and employing various 
devices such as wooden hammers, 
guitar picks, phase shifters, MeRs 
sticks with rubber bands wounc 
around them, he coaxes sounds 
from it that remind one of roaring 
oceans, chirping birds, evening 
breezes teasing treetops. 

The zither, ac cording to Ed 
Gordon, originated in Africa; and 
he defines it as an instrument of 
“many strings stretched over a 
resonator.” Since his own spiritual 
awakening has accelerated and 
expanded to higher levels, he has 
sought to use his music as a healing 
force in the universe and often 
plays from a meditative state of 
consciousness. He relates that he 
had to develop an artistic technique 
of rehearsing and performing while 
in a state of meditation without 
becoming distracted. 

“Playing this instrument out of a 
state of meditation allows my medi- 
tational state to be communicated,” 
he states, “‘so if I am in a state of 
oneness with the Divine Presence, 
which is always here—it’s just a fact 
of remembering it. lam remember- 
ing it very sharply, very clearly at 
the time 1 am playing the instrument, 
and the state | am in becomes com- 
municated very naturally. In very 
surrendered states of meditation 
when the little ego or the mortal 
sense of self gives way to the Divine 
Eternal Presence, the Truth at that 
point or the mental state of the 
artist at that point is eternal perfec- 
tion, and his vibration is communi- 

cated through the music.” 

“Music to me,” he continues, “‘is 


a representation of a mental state 
or a vibration of consciousness. The 
state of mind the musician is in at 
the time of executing the music is 
communicated to the field of aware- 
ness of the listener. Much of it, I 
think, is subliminal or subconscious. 
The listener isn’t aware that “so-and- 
so vibration is affecting me.’ They 
may be aware that ‘I am ina happy 
mood, I am ina sad mood, or 1 am 
in a nostalgic mood.’ All of these 
moods are communicated through 
the music, and they reflect the state 
of mind of the artist.’ 

Expressing his views on the im- 

ortant influence of music on the 
See psyche, he says, “Music 
imparts a lot of sexual vibrations. 
An unillumined musician may think 
it’s all right and very natural for 
him or her to express constantly 
from the sexual vibration. This 
could be destructive if this vibration 
were allowed to dominate a culture, 
to dominate growing minds because 
the vibration once imparted to the 
subconscious mind becomes part of 
the identity of the listener, and the 
listener subconsciously tries to act 
out this vibration, with success. He 
would act out of a sexually domi- 

nated identity and, of course, would 
mae as someone trying to find 

happiness in an imbalanced w ay, 
without giving attention to the 
spiritual side. “The spiritual side is 
very important. 

I Relies it’s natural for each 
and every consciousness to absorb 
its sense of identity from the most 
dominant stimulus or suggestion in 
its environment. And if a being 
isn’t involved in a conscious pro- 
gram of self-work, meditation, and 
self-study, he will unconsciously 
absorb his sense of identity from 
the forces around him; in many

cases, from a strong music that is 
produced and distributed by, say, 
unillumined artists. These artists 
are not doing it viciously, but 
unknowingly. Yet I feel that it 
stands in the way of a culture or 
a people re alizing total harmony 
and peace. An aware listener might 
balance their music intake with 
spiritual, peaceful music, music 
reflective of the Supreme Eternal 
Divinity.” 

‘““Music,”’ Ed Gordon affirms, 
“should suggest the vibration of 
God here and now. For the listener 
it would suggest the vibration of 
God right where the listener is. 
Pulling or coaxing or guiding the 
awareness to the God- Tevel vibration 
causes the healing energy to become 
more dominant or more present 
within a listener, so that all healing 
effects or healing action takes place 

within the listener. The healing 
energy rises up within the listener 
as his mind becomes aligned to 
God vibration.” 


Healing, according to Ed, does 
not take place from mere exposure 
to music (or from healing vibrations 
emanating from another person), 
butfroma person turning his mind’s 
eye away from the illusion of what 

appears to be to the Truth of the 
omnipresence of God as eternal 
health. 
“No healing takes place,” he ex- 
lains. ‘Consciousness of health 
eee focussed, and we realize 
that health has always been here. 
And to the degree that we know this 
eternal health, the eternal health 
manifests throughout our bodies. 
So a healing isn i taking place; we 
are Just causing the Reality to have 
more right-of-way in expressing 
through us

1. MANY DIFFERENT WORLDS — We rarely realize the barriers to 
communication that we erect between ourselves and people who 
are different from us. If we do not understand our neighbor’s 
language we let it remain-his problem. Let him learn ours. We'll 
not make the effort to learn from and about him. After all, what 
could we learn from him? He’s the out-group and we’re the in- 
group. 


2. FLETCHER’S RETURN — While working opposite Jean Redpath 
at Gerde’s Folk City, I met a friend of hers named Frank Fletcher. 
He was also a singer of Scottish songs and a rare talent. I had 
a Folk Music Radio Program at the time and wanted him to do a 
guest spot. I had to trace him all over New York until I finally 
located him. 

It interested me that he had not been back to Scotland since 
1946 and that he intended to return in 1964. I decided then that 
a song should be written to commemorate the Odyssey of Frank 
Fletcher. It would also show the difficulty that a man has living 
in this world after having been through a war, particularly if he 
is a sensitive person. Incidentally, at this writing he has still not 
been able to negotiate his return to Scotland. 


3. WHat ARE YOU GOING TO Do ? — The determination to get vot- 
ing rights for Negroes in the South met with great resistance 
from Segregationists. They halted the unarmed marchers with 
clubs and tear gas. The pictures and words of the brutality and 
inhumanity, witnessed by reporters and representatives of na- 
tional media, burned its way into the hearts and minds of those 
shocked Northerners who never realized what the situtation really 
was. Then came the shock that was to rattle us even more. 

Reverend Reeb, of the Boston branch of the Unitarian Church, 
who had gone south with other members of the cloth for the pur- 
pose of non-violent marching, was set upon and brutally beaten. 
Medical men with the marchers were not permitted to give him 
aid and were told that they would be prosecuted for practicing 
medicine without local licenses. As a result, his critical state 
became even more severe and finally proved fatal. This song was 
written when I heard the news. 


4. Some Fouks ARE FREE — George Orwell is one of those men 
who has written literature with appeal for both its allegorical and 
its fictional content. Many people read ‘1984’ and “The Animal 
Farm” purely as escape reading and yet many phrases from these 
bocks have found their way into our language. Few people are 
unaware of what is meant by “Big Brother is watching.” A vision 
of a tight system spying on the citizenry leaps into our minds and 
a chill crawls up our spines. 

In the same manner, when the phrase, “Some animals are freer 
than others,” from his “Animal Farm,” is coupled with our knowl- 
edge of the injustices that have been perpetrated upon man by his 
fellows, we find a new awareness. The right phrase can tie the 
loose ends of our understanding and bridge the gap between old 
and new ideas. 


5. YOu’vE GOTTA BE — It was Christmas time and the kids were 
glowing. There wasn’t any snow but they were hoping. People like 
myself who had to drive through the snow, and be stalled and 
miserable in it, weren’t necessarily of the same mind. The depart- 
ment stores had new mannikins operated by motors and there was 
music in the air. Church bells were playing hymns, records were 
playing “White Christmas” and “Santa Claus is Coming to Town.” 
Yet the undercurrents of unhappiness and poverty and crime 
made it impossible for me to enjoy the commercialized gaiety of 
the holiday season. The police were watching for shoplifters and 
pickpockets in the massive crowds of shoppers. The large number 
of school dropouts and velinquents had given rise to much litera- 
ture and to a film called “The Blackboard Jungle.” Many a young 
teacher was reconsidering his choice of career and many an eld- 
erly and experienced teacher was looking in other directions for 
a safer way to make a living. 

As I perused the newspaper accounts of juvenile abuses being 
perpetrated against society at large, I found a lyric forming in 
my mind to the tune of “Santa Claus is Coming to Town.” I have 
since constructed a new melody for it but I nevertheless find it 
difficult to listen to Santa Claus coming without the other lyric 
superimposing itself on the melody in my mind. 


6. Go TeLL HIM ON THE MOUNTAIN — When election time comes 
around we see blurbs for all the candidates. Hach man is the best 
and only man for the job. The job is the only important thing, The 
man who holds it must keep his nose to the grindstone. So every 
applicant has a long nose, with which he sniffs out dirt to sling 


at opponents. After the better man or the lesser of the evils wins, 
we notice in the papers that: He is vacationing in Venezuela, 
bathing in Bermuda, flirting in Florida or just possibly he may 
be climbing a mountain. 


7. Ir I Coup Live — There are many outstanding problems that 
appear more and more frequently in our newspapers and news 
reports. Some of these concern themselves with racial prejudices, 
miners desperate in their unemployment, ete. 

One would think that since we are all aging, benefits for the 
aged would be uppermost in our collective minds. The unfortunate 
truth is that those people in their most productive years are dis- 
interested in all but their personal strivings and they will prob- 
ably suffer for it in later years. This song highlights some of those 
important things reported to us and relegated to the backs of our 
minds until we are struck by them personally. 


8. ALL BECAUSE OF MACHINES —I was riding on a bus from 
Brooklyn across the border to Manhattan. A young man in over- 
alls splattered with paint approached me. He asked if I had 
change for a five dollar bill. Though I didn’t, his thick Irish accent 
was fascinating and I asked him to sit down and talk awhile. I 
asked him why so many young people were leaving Ireland and 
coming to the States. His answer included a great deal of common 
knowledge, but eventually it came down to machines coming into 
the workshops and displacing the men. His name is Pat Flaherty 
and I hope that somehow, someday, he will learn that he inspired 
“All Because of Machines.” 


9. A MAN SIR — The newspaper articles covering medical reports, 
and the reports themselves, concerning the connection between 
smoking and cancer receive some notoriety. The unfortunate thing 
is that medical research teams have a pitifully small stock of 
ready cash with which to carry on their reseaxches. This leaves 
them with no funds to hire top advertising people to combat the 
publicity of those factions who are more interested in selling their 
products than in the reports and their validity. Another factor 
that comes into play is “tuning out.” In this instance, the people 
involved refuse to recognize the facts. The consumer sees more 
pro-advertisement than anti-advertisement and so can conye- 
niently ignore the anti-publicity. The addiction is very strong and 
so any excuse is a good one. The manufacturer will say that if 
he doesn’t supply the public, his competitors will; and he has so 
much invested, and he isn’t all that sureethat the facts are really 
so. After all, think of all the people that have lived to be very old 
and have smoked all of their lives. Man has been blessed with the 
ability to rationalize. 


10. My IpEAL NAN — The idea of romantic love has infiltrated our 
society’s literature to the point that every boy and girl grows up 
with an ideal mate in mind. That ideal encompasses all of the 
positive aspects of movie actors, popular singers, band leaders, 
politicians, ete. None of these ideals is ever seen as.wholly human, 
since they have no faults built into them. Surprisingly enough, it 
is assumed that the ideal would want no other person than the 
very human dreamer in whose mind it was created. 


11. REAL MEAN WOMAN — Many Blues deal with the pain caused 
by infidelity. This Blues asks for an unfaithful woman. (Written 
during one of my masochistic moods, no doubt.) 


12. Gop Is Love — As I rode through Brooklyn’s Bedford Stuy- 
vesant section during the riots of 1964, I saw many interesting 
things. The Negro boys and girls who were running from the 
police were playing cops and robbers and were mostly very young 
and having fun at the expense of the adult police that they were 
baiting. (Children always bait adults.) As I watched, a car passed 
me. It was typical of vehicles belonging to store front churches. 
It had biblical quotations painted on it. On the left rear it said: 
“GOD IS LOVE.” On the right rear it said: “THE DEVIL IS A 
LIAR.” 


13. OH My Back — When I wrote this song, it was with full sym- 
pathy for the poor downtrodden insurance companies. Shortly 
afterwards I became a claimant and discovered that not only 
aren’t they all being taken advantage of, but that in cases such 
as mine, had I never taken out insurance it would have cost me 
less. Maybe I should write another song. 


14, You’ve Gor Status WiTtH ME — Before Lloyd Warner’s study 
of stratification, “Special Class in America,” the only class sys- 
tem available for quick consumption was Marx’s. This consisted 
of a view wherein there are, were, and always will be those that 
have, and those that haven’t. There is a constant struggle by those 
that have to hold their opposites down and a constant struggle by 
these same opposites to get a cut of the pie. Warner in his study 
brought a different picture to the minds of the American public. 
Americans insisted that they were all middle class, since on the 
most part they didn’t want to identify with either of Marx’s 
classes. One of the reasons that people shied away from Marx was 
that to even discuss him seemed to have political implications, 
study from an anthropological viewpoint thereby leaving himself 


wide open for criticism. He did, however, start a universal recog- 
nition of nine sociological classes. To quote Professor Glantz of 

Warner was an anthropologist who approached a sociological 
Brooklyn College, “The Pullman Theory”: Uppers and Lowers. 
The categories consist of Lower, Middle and Upper Classes, each 
of them divided into a sub-category of Lower, Middle and Upper 
Classes and all of these decided by the prestige or status that the 
individual has in his community. There are certain things which, 
theoretically at least, add to one’s prestige, like cars that eat more 
than people. 


15. DOWN WitTH Up — The term “Down With Up” was used by a 
friend, Oliver Philips, after he returned from a student meeting. 
I’d asked him what had transpired and he replied with, “You 
know, ‘Down With Up.’” As simply as it was stated it summar- 
ized the revolt of youth against the status quo. With the increase 
of knowledge and worldliness and the increase of communication 
forms and the general scientific advances in all areas, the youth 
of today have a far different frame of reference than do their 
elders. The constant search for a cause to champion is part of 
growing up and what was good enough for the old folks isn’t for 
the young. 


16. MIRA ON THE WALL — As one walks through the streets of 
New York, the word “Mira” reverberates from every wall. Chil- 
dren trying to get their parents attention. Parents calling to each 
other or their children. I’ve walked into store front churches and 
listened to the pulse and heartbeat of the people. The Puerto 
Rican people who are trying very hard to adjust to a world that 
resents strangers. It’s said that every barrel of apples has a few 
bad ones. Some of these people do cause their share of problems, 
but the time has come to (MIRA) look and see the handwriting on 
the wall which says that all people are basically good with just 
enough mischief in them to excite the world around them. 


17. NANRY’s VISION—At a recent conference with Charles Nanry, 
Sociology Instructor at Rutgers, concerning this work, we dis- 
cussed an idea which he had been working on. It was an idea for 
a film. It concerned adults playing children’s games and taking 
them too seriously, to the point of war. The idea stayed with me 
and I developed it to express my feelings about early preparation 
for war through play and toy guns, etc. The vision described is 
there for any adult that cares to look. 


18. DANCING DISHES — I had read the complaints of people living 
on Long Island, in New York. They were being driven to distrac- 
tion by the vibration and sonic booms of the jets that took off from 
the nearby airfields. I had not experienced it myself until one 
evening when I was at a housewarming party at the new home of 
some friends. We were at supper when a jet went overhead. I 
watched fascinated as my friends raced around the room securing 
breakables against the vibrations. The dishes on the table bounced 
and danced and spilled. All the dishes in their china closet, many 
of which were upright and leaning, settled to a horizontal posi- 
tion. I was fascinated but I could understand the irritation and 
annoyance of having to live with it constantly. 


Jerry Silverman needs no introduction to 
the folk world. He is a Musicologist, an 
author many times over, a recording art- 
ist on many recordings. His is the book 
“Folk Blues,” to be found as a basic vol- 
ume in every music library dealing with 
ethnic music. He is a teacher of guitar 
and related instruments and is thoroughly 
schooled in the field of music, not at all 
limited to any one field or one style of 
playing. He is a world traveler, speaks 
and sings in several languages, is a good 
friend, and is my accompanist on this 
album. 


Lionel Kilberg is me and so it makes it difficult to say all the nice things 
that I would like. Suffice it to say that I play several instruments in 
a manner that satisfies my tolerant public. I hold a degree in Sociology 
and I use the knowledge thus obtained to eye the world around me and 
thus construct songs about what I see and hear. I have sung these songs 
around the world and have thrown away. the songs that didn’t communi- 
cate, so you won’t have to listen to them. I sincerely hope that you will 
enjoy these songs and that they will mean to you a bit of what they say 
for me. Thanks for reading me.

Bunk Johnson's Stature as a musician becomes more impressive as time goes by. At one time 
condemned by some critics for inaccurate pitching, lack of endurance, and square phrasing, he 
now stands as a master of timing and a superlative leadin ensemble. His style is based on the 
judicious combination of two approaches - first, use of the original melody with just sufficient 
rhythmic and melodic alteration to impart swing and feeling, - and second, the creation of new 
melodies on the implication that the original melody is still running through the listener's mind. 


Bunk's timing shows the dominant influence of ragtime, which enables him to deal with SPICY 
ADVICE, ARKANSAS BLUES (not really a blues) and BALLIN' THE JACK in an orthodox and 
authoritative manner. When he tackles a real blues, such as LOWDOWN BLUES, the antithesis 
between ragtime and blues has to be faced, and Bunk's solution here is to take the blues at a 
tempo which enables him to use ragtime rhythms - at the same time his phrasing becomes more 
speech-like. His skill ensures that the result is a moving expression of life, but it is interesting 
to note the difference between his approach and that of such musicians as Joe Oliver and Joe 
Smith, whose blues playing depended more on tone, vibrato and note-bending and less on rag- 
time rhythms. 


Bunk Johnson was far more than a historical figure. Look again at the photo on this sleeve and 
you will be haunted by its message of hard times and unfair treatment. Listen to Bunk's music 
and you will be haunted by its beauty and humanity.

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Mozart —~ Sonata for Two Pianos in D, K.448

Duo-pianists 


Nor marty two-piano sonatas grace musical 
literature, as any member of a team attempt- 
ing to build a repertoire soon discovers. 
Usually one or the other of the team is 
impel.ed to supplement existing works by 
arranging, in free fantasia or some other 
acceptable form, gems from the classics or the 
opera, or compositions which have already 
appeared for an instrument or combination of 
instruments. José Iturbi, pianist, conductor, 
composer, artist, and man of the world, plays 
two-p:ano concerts with zest. He has made a 
few arrangements, such as Gershwin’s Rhap- 
sody in Blue, in response to popular demand. 
But by preference he adheres to the estab- 
lished repertoire. He and his sister Amparo, 
who love to play together, welcome all the 
more warmly Mozart’s D Major Sonata, which 
was designed by the composer from the start 
to be played on two pianos. 


A few years before young Mozart composed 
it, he made a discovery that was most im- 
portant to him. He was introduced to a new 
plano, an encounter more precious to him 
than a meeting with the loveliest lady in the 


world (and he liked lovely ladies). 


Like other musicians of the eighteenth 
century, he played the harpsichord well, and 
also the piano. But he was obliged to content 
himself with the inferior instruments which 
were all that could be obtained. They offered 
little incentive to the composition of works to 
be performed on them. Now, in 1777, when 
he had just turned twenty-one, he heard of an 
organ manufacturer, Andreas Stein, who also 
made forte-pianos, as they were then called. 
He decided to present himself incognito to try 
out an instrument. He called on Stein, bearing 
a letter introducing him as Mr. Tramoz, a 
thin disguise of his name, but successful. 
Stein hardly bothered to glance at the letter. 
unobtrusively presented, and indifferently in- 
vited Mozart to try one of the instruments if 
he wished. After a few measures, however. 
indifference gave way to enthusiasm. Stein 
praised the playing, embraced the player, and 
placed the entire stock of pianos at his dis- 
posal. Mozart asked to be allowed to try an 


organ also, and Stein could hardly believe his 
ears when the young man improvised on the 
organ as beautifully as he had on the piano. 

Mozart, for his part, was enraptured with 
the Stein piano, which had a new knee-pedal 
contraption of which he said, “I can put it 
into action with the slightest touch, and when 
I slacken the knee pressure a little. there is no 
echo.” The efficient system of dampers per- 
mitted him to employ a crisp staccato and 
sensitive gradations of sound, and from that 
time on, he used the Stein piano exclusively. 


It came into his life at a psychological 
moment. He had just quarreled with his 
patron, Archbishop Hieronymus in Salzburg, 
who had climaxed a series of persecutions by 
having the young man forcibly ejected from 
the premises. He had, then, to make a living 
elsewhere. He wanted above all to write 
operas, but no patronage was forthcoming. 
The piano sonatas he wrote to order to be 
performed by his pupils, or by himself in 
public, and the concertos he produced for his 
cherished new instrument had to content him 
for the time being. 


He became a wandering minstrel of the key- 
board, age twenty-one. He traveled from place 
to place in a coach, on which he carried not 
only his personal belongings but his own 
piano. His music took little space, for he 
copied his piano pieces into neat little note- 
hooks, easily carried in his pockets. There was 
a practical reason for this. Since there was no 
copyright protection in his day, he had to be 


on the alert lest his ideas be stolen. If he had 
written them out in full, he would have made 
the theft so much the easier. So he often set 
down the barest of outlines, which he filled in 
ad lib while playing. He improvised as easily 
as he breathed and he required no full score 
when he himself was the performer. 


When he composed a piece for a pupil, as 
was the case with the D Major Sonata, both 
parts were, of course, completely written out. 
A young fraulein unmelodiously named Aurn- 
hammer was the fortunate recipient of this 
piece. She practiced the first piano part as- 
siduously, Mozart played the second, end they 
performed it together at a party in the Aurn- 
hammer home in 1782, a year after its com- 
pletion. He played it again a couple of years 
later with another pupil, Barbara Ployer, on 
her parents’ estate in Dobling. She seems to 
have been teacher’s pet with him, for he 
dedicated to her the two-piano concerto in 
G Major that he wrote at this time. 


The “grand sonata for two claviers”’, as 
Mozart called the sonata, was by no means a 
simple student’s exercise. Alfred Finstein, the 
greatest living authority on Mozart, describes 
it in these words: “This work is ‘galant’ from 
beginning to end; it has the form and the 
thematic material of an ideal sinfonia for an 
opera buffa” (that is, an instrumental intro- 
duction to a comic opera); “no cloud ob- 
scures its gaiety. But the art with which the 
two parts are made completely equal, the play 
of the dialogue, the delicacy and refinement 


of the figuration, the feeling for sonority in 
the combination and exploitation of the dif- 
ferent registers of the two instruments—all 
these things exhibit such mastery that this 
apparently ‘superficial’ and entertaining work 
is at the same time one of the most profound 
and most mature of all of Mozart’s composi- 
tions. No doubt he felt this himself. 


Mozart’s only two-piano writings were a 
concerto, a Fugue in C Minor, and this com- 
bination “grand sonata for two claviers.” 


When he played it himself, his small hands 
moved over the keys with complete ease and 
naturalness; his mastery was amazing; his 
playing had “an adorable simplicity, an ex- 
pressiveness moving and profound.” In the 
two Iturbis, he finds worthy successors. After 
an all-Mozart concert played by José Iturbi, 
the critic Lawrence Gilman wrote, “When 
Mr. Iturbi plays Mozart, the cognoscenti— 
those in the know— take notice.” 
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Boston Symphony 
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Nerge Koussevitzky 
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Soa immortal testimony to the genius of Franz 

Schubert was begun in the latter part of 1822. 
Much speculation has resulted in regard to the un- 
finished state in which the symphony was left. Some 
maintain that the composer said all that was neces- 
sary in these two movements, while others claim 
that he died before he had a chance to finish it. 
Actually, Schubert lived six years after the first two 
movements were written; he even began work on a 
third movement, rough sketches of which are in 
existence. The logical assumption is that he either 
abandoned it at this point or that his interest was 
taken up by a new work, and he simply forgot 
about the B Minor Symphony. The great tragedy 


of this masterpiece is that the composer never lived 
to hear it played. It was discovered in 1865 among 
Schubert manuscripts in the possession of Anselm 
Hiuttenbrenner in Vienna, and was first performed 
in that year at a Gesellschaft concert. 


Technically, the work is incomplete—for the plan 
of a symphony consists of not two, but four move- 
ments. Yet there is a completeness to this utterance 
of Franz Schubert—there is depth, yearning, ex- 
quisite lyricism in this expression from the pen of 
the greatest of all song writers. The work is one of 
sheer genius, considering the fact that Schubert 
never heard a note of it, and was never able to 
make corrections or changes as a result of hearing 
its actual sound. Indeed, it is a monument to the 
fine craftsmanship, the imaginative scope of its cre- 
ator. The Unfinished Symphony remains one of the 
masterpieces of symphonic literature, a great work, 
beloved and immortalized though the years. 

The first movement is marked Allegro Moderato. 
With quiet dignity, the ’cellos and basses usher in 
the opening phrase, a somber expression of utmost 
depth and poignancy. Violins now enter with a 
soft tremolo introduction; and presently, above the 
shimmering tones of the lighter strings the initial 
subject sings forth from the oboes and clarinets. 
The exquisite simplicity of this passage, the gentle 


expectant quality of its line, render it one of the 
loveliest of the Master. The woodwind melody is 
repeated. A new chordal figure, strong and decisive, 
a figure that is to become of utmost importance 
later in the movement, appears now, intimating an 
idea to be more fully developed. 


Suddenly the horn and bassoon speak as one 
voice—one dramatic impulse that lingers, changing 
color as it softly fades. A short phrase ushers in 
the accompanying violins and we have arrived at 
the glorious second subject, one of the most haunt- 
ingly beautiful of melodies. It is this song of the 
‘cellos that remains the best beloved and most well 
remembered theme of the entire symphony. It is 
this yearning utterance that has captured for some 
the whole romantic essence of Franz Schubert. 
Tender and wistful it is, and touched with that 
melancholy longing so typical of his spirit. The 
movement continues as these two themes blend and 
intertwine with a new lovely succession of mel- 
odies. There is more than lyric simplicity here— 
there is drama and richness of the warmest and 
most vital shades as this music unfolds and de- 
velops before us.

The beautifully flowing andante movement, while 
presenting little change in tempo, rhythm, or even 
in the general contour of the melodic line, estab- 
lishes, nevertheless, a new mood. Possibly it is the 
wondrous effect of tone-colors, key-relationships, 
and alterations of mode that account for the psy- 
chological change in the spirit of this movement. 


At any rate, it is a golden expression, superb in its

wandering, ear-haunting effect. 


The opening of the first melody occurs in the 
basses. Softly and broodingly, the descending pizzi- 
cato melody persists for a while, glowing with deep 
color. Presently the violin enters, literally singing 
out its gentle message. It resolves into a lovely quiet 
phrase, a roundly shaped passage of utmost tender- 
ness. Following some episodic treatment, we arrive 
at the second subject, softly enunciated by a solo 
clarinet. The wistful question of this phrase climbs 
upward, altering rhythmically to the climax, when 
it resignedly descends once again. 


Truly magnificent is the development that fol- 
lows, the weaving of all of these melodies together 
in beautiful tonal patterns. The ominous tread of 
the basses is contrasted with the tenderness of the 
lighter strings and winds. Toward the close, the 
final version of the early woodwind melody appears 
now fortified by brass, and projected mightily by 
the full orchestra. On a note of resignation and 


peace, this beautiful utterance of Franz Schubert 
ends. 


In this superb recording by one of the foremost 
interpreters of symphonic music, all the luminous 
quality of the young Viennese composer sings out 
in its true beauty. All of the pathos, the lyric po- 
etry, and the wistful melody of Schubert are mag- 
nificently projected by Serge Koussevitzky and the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra. How marvelously 
gratifying it would have been to Schubert to hear 
the lovely lines of his Unfinished Symphony ren- 
dered in this fashion!

Believe me, his music sounds 
like it comes straight from Heaven 
And appropriately enough, he even 
calls it “celestial vibration.” 

Edward Larry Gordon, former 
actor-comedian turned musician, 
plays an interesting instrument 
called a zither (or autoharp, as It’s 
known in the U.S.) Through electri- 
fying it and employing various 
devices such as wooden hammers, 
guitar picks, phase shifters, hors 
sticks with rubber bands wound 
around them, he coaxes sounds 
from it that remind one of roaring 
oceans, chirping birds, evening 
breezes teasing treetops. 

The zither, according to Ed 
Gordon, originated in Africa; and 
he defines it as an instrument of 

“many strings stretched over a 
resonator.” Since his own spiritual 
awakening has accelerated and 
expanded to higher levels, he has 
sought to use his music as a healing 
force in the universe and often 
plays from a meditative state of 
consciousness. He relates that he 
had to develop an artistic technique 
of rehearsing and performing while 
in a state of meditation without 
becoming distracted. 

“Playing this instrument out of a 
state of meditation allows my medi- 
tational state to be communicated,” 
he states, “‘so if 1 am in a state of 
oneness with the Divine Presence, 
which is always here—it’s just a fact 
of reme mbering it. 1am remember- 
ing it very sh arply, very clearly at 
the time i am playing the instrument, 
and the state I am in becomes com- 
municated very naturally. In very 
surrendered states of meditation 
when the little ego or the mortal 
sense of self gives way to the Divine 
Eternal Presence, the Truth at that 
point or the mental state of the 
artist at that point is eternal perfec- 
ton, and his vibration is communi- 

cated through the music.” 

“Music to me,” he continues, ‘“‘is 


a representation of a mental state 
or a vibration of consciousness. The 
state of mind the musician is in at 
the time of executing the music is 
communicated to the field of aware- 
ness of the listener. Much of it, I 
think, is subliminal or subconscious 
The listener isn’t aware that “so-and- 
so vibration is affecting me.’ They 
may be aware that ‘Iam ina happy 
mood, I am in a sad mood, or lam 
in a nostalgic mood.’ All of these 
moods are communicated through 
the music, and they reflect the state 
of mind of the artist 
Expressing his views on the im- 

ortant influence of music on the 
Reiner psyche, he says, “Music 
imparts a lot of sexual vibrations. 
An unillumined musician may think 
it’s all right and very natural for 
him or her to express constantly 
from the sexual vibration. This 
could be destructive if this vibration 
were allowed to dominate a culture, 
to dominate growing minds because 
the vibration once imparted to the 
subconscious mind becomes part of 
the identity of the listener, and the 
listener subconsciously tries to act 
out this vibration, with success. He 
would act out of a sexually domi- 

nated identity and, of course, would 
mantis as someone trying to find 

happiness in an imbalanced w ay, 
without giving attention to the 
spiritual side. The spiritual side is 
very important. 

bel Reliewe it’s natural for each 

and every consciousness to absorb 
its sense of identity from the most 
dominant stimulus or suggestion in 
its environment. And if a being 
isn’t involved in a conscious pro- 
gram of self-work, meditation, and 
self-study, he will unconsciously 
absorb his sense of identity from 
the forces around him; in many

cases, from a strong music that is 
produced and distributed by, say, 
unillumined artists. These artists 
are not doing it viciously, but 
unknowingly. Yet I feel that it 
stands in the way of a culture or 
a people realizing total harmony 
and peace. An aware listener might 
balance their music intake with 
spiritual, peaceful music, music 
reflective of the Supreme Eternal 
Divinity 
“Music,” Ed Gordon affirms, 

“should suggest the vibration of 
God here and now. For the listener 
it would suggest the vibration of 
God right where the listener is 
Pulling or coaxing or guiding the 
awareness to the God-level vibration 
causes the healing energy to become 
more dominant or more present 
within a listener, so that all healing 
effects or healing action takes place 
within the listener. The healing 
energy rises up within the listener 
as his mind becomes aligned to 
God vibration.’ 


Healing, according to Ed, does 
not take place from mere exposure 
to music (or from healing vibrations 
emanating from another | person), 
but from a person turning his mind's 
eye away from the illusion of what 
appears to be to the Truth of the 
omnipresence of God as eternal 
health 

“No healing takes place,” he ex- 
lains. “Consciousness of health 
yecomes focussed, and we realize 

that health has always been here 
And to the degree that we know this 
eternal health, the eternal health 
manifests throughout our bodies 
So a healing isn’t taking place; we 
are just causing the Reality to have 
more right-of-way in expressing 
through us

1, MANY DIFFERENT WORLDS — We rarely realize the barriers to 
communication that we erect between ourselves and people who 
are different from us. If we do not understand our neighbor’s 
language we let it remainshis problem. Let him learn ours. We'll 
not make the effort to learn from and about him. After all, what 
could we learn from him? He’s the out-group and we’re the in- 
group. 


2. FLETCHER’s RETURN — While working opposite Jean Redpath 
at Gerde’s Folk City, I met a friend of hers named Frank Fletcher. 
He was also a singer of Scottish songs and a rare talent. I had 
a Folk Music Radio Program at the time and wanted him to do a 
guest spot. I had to trace him all over New York until I finally 
located him. 

It interested me that he had not been back to Scotland since 
1946 and that he intended to return in 1964. I decided then that 
a song should be written to commemorate the Odyssey of Frank 
Fletcher. It would also show the difficulty that a man has living 
in this world after having been through a war, particularly if he 
is a sensitive person. Incidentally, at this writing he has still not 
been able to negotiate his return to Scotland. 


3. WHat ARE YOu GOING TO Do ? — The determination to get vot- 
ing rights for Negroes in the South met with great resistance 
from Segregationists. They halted the unarmed marchers with 
clubs and tear gas. The pictures and words of the brutality and 
inhumanity, witnessed by reporters and representatives of na- 
tional media, burned its way into the hearts and minds of those 
shocked Northerners who never realized what the situtation really 
was. Then came the shock that was to rattle us even more. 

Reverend Reeb, of the Boston branch of the Unitarian Church, 
who had gone south with other members of the cloth for the pur- 
pose of non-violent marching, was set upon and brutally beaten. 
Medical men with the marchers were not permitted to give him 
aid and were told that they would be prosecuted for practicing 
medicine without local licenses. As a result, his critical state 
became even more severe and finally proved fatal. This song was 
written when I heard the news. 


4, SOME FOLKS ARE FREE— George Orwell is one of those men 
who has written literature with appeal for both its allegorical and 
its fictional content. Many people read “1984” and “The Animal 
Farm” purely as escape reading and yet many phrases from these 
books have found their way into our language. Few people are 
unaware of what is meant by “Big Brother is watching.” A vision 
of a tight system spying on the citizenry leaps into our minds and 
a chill crawls up our spines. 

In the same manner, when the phrase, “Some animals are freer 
than others,” from his “Animal Farm,” is coupled with our knowl- 
edge of the injustices that have been perpetrated upon man by his 
fellows, we find a new awareness. The right phrase can tie the 
loose ends of our understanding and bridge the gap between old 
and new ideas. 


5. You've Gotta BE —It was Christmas time and the kids were 
glowing. There wasn’t any snow but they were hoping. People like 
myself who had to drive through the snow, and be stalled and 
miserable in it, weren’t necessarily of the same mind. The depart- 
ment stores had new mannikins operated by motors and there was 
music in the aiy. Church bells were playing hymns, records were 
playing “White Christmas” and “Santa Claus is Coming to Town.” 
Yet the undercurrents of unhappiness and poverty and crime 
made it impossible for me to enjoy the commercialized gaiety of 
the holiday season. The police were watching for shoplifters and 
pickpockets in the massive crowds of shoppers. The large number 
of school dropouts and velinquents had given rise to much litera- 
ture and to a film called “The Blackboard Jungle.” Many a young 
teacher was reconsidering his choice of career and many an eld- 
erly and experienced teacher was looking in other directions for 
a safer way to make a living. 

As I perused the newspaper accounts of juvenile abuses being 
perpetrated against society at large, I found a lyric forming in 
my mind to the tune of “Santa Claus is Coming to Town.” I have 
since constructed a new melody for it but I nevertheless find it 
difficult to listen to Santa Claus coming without the other lyric 
superimposing itself on the melody in my mind. 


6. Go TeLL Him ON THE MouNTAIN — When election time comes 
around we see blurbs for all the candidates, Hach man is the best 
and only man for the job. The job is the only important thing. The 
man who holds it must keep his nose to the grindstone. So every 
applicant has a long nose, with which he sniffs out dirt to sling 


at opponents, After the better man or the lesser of the evils wins, 
we notice in the papers that; He is vacationing in Venezuela, 
bathing in Bermuda, flirting in Florida or just possibly he may 
be climbing a mountain. 


7. Ir I Coup Live — There are many outstanding problems that 
appear more and more frequently in our newspapers and news 
reports. Some of these concern themselves with racial prejudices, 
miners desperate in their unemployment, ete. 

One would think that since we are all aging, benefits for the 
aged would be uppermost in our collective minds. The unfortunate 
truth is that those people in their most productive years are dis- 
interested in all but their personal strivings and they will prob- 
ably suffer for it in later years. This song highlights some of those 
important things reported to us and relegated to the backs of our 
minds until we are struck by them personally. 


8. ALL BECAUSE OF MACHINES —I was riding on a bus from 
Brooklyn across the border te Manhattan. A young man in over- 
alls splattered with paint approached me. He asked if I had 
change for a five dollar bill. Though I didn’t, his thick Irish accent 
was fascinating and I asked him to sit down and talk awhile. I 
asked him why so many young people were leaving Ireland and 
coming to the States. His answer included a great deal of common 
knowledge, but eventually it came down to machines coming into 
the workshops and displacing the men. His name is Pat Flaherty 
and I hope that somehow, someday, he will learn that he inspired 
“All Because of Machines.” 


9. A MAN Sir — The newspaper articles covering medical reports, 
and the reports themselves, concerning the connection between 
smoking and cancer receive some notoriety. The unfortunate thing 
is that medical research teams have a pitifully small stock of 
ready cash with which to carry on their reseayches. This leaves 
them with no funds to hire top advertising people to combat the 
publicity of those factions who are more interested in selling their 
products than in the reports and their validity. Another factor 
that comes into play is “tuning out.” In this instance, the people 
involved refuse to recognize the facts. The consumer sees more 
pro-advertisement than anti-advertisement and so can conve- 
niently ignore the anti-publicity. The addiction is very strong and 
so any excuse is a good one. The manufacturer will say that if 
he doesn’t supply the public, his competitors will; and he has so 
much invested, and he isn’t all that sureethat the facts are really 
so. After all, think of all the people that have lived to be very old 
and have smoked all of their lives. Man has been blessed with the 
ability to rationalize. 


10. My IDEAL NAN — The idea of romantic love has infiltrated our 
society’s literature to the point that every boy and girl grows up 
with an ideal mate in mind. That ideal encompasses all of the 
positive aspects of movie actors, popular singers, band leaders, 
politicians, etc. None of these ideals is ever seen as.wholly human, 
since they have no faults built into them. Surprisingly enough, it 
is assumed that the ideal would want no other person than the 
very human dreamer in whose mind it was created. 


11. REAL MEAN WOMAN — Many Blues deal with the pain caused 
by infidelity. This Blues asks for an unfaithful woman. (Written 
during one of my masochistic moods, no doubt.) 


12. Gop Is Love — As I rode through Brooklyn’s Bedford Stuy- 
vesant section during the riots of 1964, I saw many interesting 
things. The Negro boys and girls who were running from the 
police were playing cops and robbers and were mostly very young 
and having fun at the expense of the adult police that they were 
baiting. (Children always bait adults.) As I watched, a car passed 
me. It was typical of vehicles belonging to store front churches. 
It had biblical quotations painted on it. On the left rear it said: 
“GOD IS LOVE.” On the right rear it said: “THE DEVIL IS A 
LIAR.” 


13. OH My BAck — When I wrote this song, it was with full sym- 
pathy for the poor downtrodden insurance companies. Shortly 
afterwards I became a claimant and discovered that not only 
aren’t they all being taken advantage of, but that in cases such 
as mine, had I never taken out insurance it would have cost me 
less. Maybe I should write another song, 


14, You’ve Gor Status WiTH ME — Before Lloyd Warner’s study 
of stratification, “Special Class in America,” the only class sys- 
tem available for quick consumption was Marx’s. This consisted 
of a view wherein there are, were, and always will be those that 
have, and those that hayen’t. There is a constant struggle by those 
that have to hold their opposites down and a constant struggle by 
these same opposites to get a cut of the pie. Warner in his study 
brought a different picture to the minds of the American public. 
Americans insisted that they were all middle class, since on the 
most part they didn’t want to identify with either of Marx’s 
classes. One of the reasons that people shied away from Marx was 
that to even discuss him seemed to have political implications. 
study from an anthropological viewpoint thereby leaving himself 


wide open for criticism. He did, however, start a univ: 
nition of nine sociological classes. To quote Professor Glantz of 

Warner was an anthropologist who approached a sociological 
Brooklyn College, “The Pullman Theory”: Uppers and Lo 
The categories consist of Lower, Middle and Upper Clas 
of them divided into a sub-category of Lower, Middle and Upper 
Classes and all of these decided by the prestige or status that the 
individual has in his community. There are certain things which, 
theoretically at least, add to one’s prestige, like cars that eat more 
than people.

15. DowN WitH Up — The term “Down With Up” was used by a 
friend, Oliver Philips, after he returned from a student meeting. 
I’d asked him what had transpired and he replied with, “You 
know, ‘Down With Up.’” As simply as it was stated it summar- 
ized the revolt of youth against the status quo. With the increase 
of knowledge and worldliness and the increase of communication 
forms and the general scientific advances in all areas, the youth 
of today have a far different frame of reference than do their 
elders. The constant search for a cause to champion is part of 
growing up and what was good enough for the old folks isn’t for 
the young. 


16. MIRA ON THE WALL — one walks through the streets of 
New York, the word “Mira” reverberates from every wall. Chil- 
dren trying to get their parents attention. Parents calling to each 
other or their children. I’ve walked into store front churches and 
listened to the pulse and heartbeat of the people. The Puerto 
Rican people who are trying very hard to adjust to a world that 
resents strangers. It’s said that every barrel of apples has a few 
bad ones. Some of these people do cause their share of problems, 
but the time has come to (MIRA) look and see the handwriting on 
the wall which says that all people are basically good with just 
enough mischief in them to excite the world around them. 


17. NANRY’s VISION—At a recent conference with Charles Nanry, 
Sociology Instructor at Rutgers, concerning this work, we dis- 
cussed an idea which he had been working on. It was an idea for 
a film. It concerned adults playing children’s games and taking 
them too seriously, to the point of war. The idea stayed with me 
and I developed it to express my feelings about early preparation 
for war through play and toy guns, etc. The vision described is 
there for any adult that cares to look. 


18. DANCING DisHES — I had read the complaints of people living 
on Long Island, in New York. They were being driven to distrac- 
tion by the vibration and sonic booms of the jets that took off from 
the nearby airfields. I had not experienced it myself until one 
evening when I was at a housewarming party at the new home of 
some friends. We were at supper when a jet went overhead. I 
watched fascinated as my friends raced around the room securing 
breakables against the vibrations. The dishes on the table bounced 
and danced and spilled. All the dishes in their china closet, many 
of which were upright and leaning, settled to a horizontal posi- 
tion. I was fascinated but I could understand the irritation and 
annoyance of having to live with it constantly. 


Jerry Silverman needs no introduction to 
the folk world. He is a Musicologist, an 
author many times over, a recording art- 
ist on many recordings. His is the book 
“Folk Blues,” to be found as a basic vol- 
ume in every music library dealing with 
ethnic music. He is a teacher of guitar 
and related instruments and is thoroughly 
schooled in the field of music, not at all 
limited to any one field or one style of 
playing. He is a world traveler, speaks 
and sings in several languages, is a good 
friend, and is my accompanist on this 
album. 


Lionel Kilberg is me and so it makes it difficult to say all the nice things 
that I would like. Suffice it to say that I play several instruments in 
a manner that satisfies my tolerant public. I hold a degree in Sociology 
and I use the knowledge thus obtained to eye the world around me and 
thus construct songs about what I see and hear, I have sung these songs 
around the world and have thrown away the songs that didn’t communi- 
cate, so you won't have to listen to them. I sincerely hope that you will 
enjoy these songs and that they will mean to you a bit of what they say 
for me. Thanks for reading me.

Bunk Johnson's Stature as a musician becomes more impressive as time goes by. At one time 
condemned by some critics for inaccurate pitching, lack of endurance, and square phrasing, he 
now stands as a master of timing and a superlative leadin ensemble. His style is based on the 
judicious combination of two approaches - first, use of the original melody with just sufficient 
rhythmic and melodic alteration to impart swing and feeling, - and second, the creation of new 
melodies on the implication that the original melody is still running through the listener's mind. 


Bunk's timing shows the dominant influence of ragtime, which enables him to deal with SPICY 
ADVICE, ARKANSAS BLUES (not really a blues) and BALLIN' THE JACK in an orthodox and 
authoritative manner. When he tackles a real blues, such as LOWDOWN BLUES, the antithesis 
between ragtime and blues has to be faced, and Bunk's solution here is to take the blues at a 
tempo which enables him to use ragtime rhythms - at the same time his phrasing becomes more 
speech-like. His skill ensures that the result is a moving expression of life, but it is interesting 
to note the difference between his approach and that of such musicians as Joe Oliver and Joe 
Smith, whose blues playing depended more on tone, vibrato and note-bending and less on rag- 
time rhythms. 


Bunk Johnson was far more than a historical figure. Look again at the photo on this sleeve and 
you will be haunted by its message of hard times and unfair treatment. Listen to Bunk's music 
and you will be haunted by its beauty and humanity.

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Mozart —~ Sonata for Two Pianos in D, K.448

Nox marly two-piano sonatas grace musical 
literature, as any member of a team attempt- 


ing to build a repertoire soon discovers. 
Usually one or the other of the team is 
impel‘ed to supplement existing works by 
arranging, in free fantasia or some other 
acceptable form, gems from the classics or the 
opera, or compositions which have already 
appeared for an instrument or combination of 
instruments. José Iturbi, pianist, conductor, 
composer, artist, and man of the world, plays 
two-p.ano concerts w:th zest. He has made a 
few arrangements, such as Gershwin’s Rhap- 
sody in Blue, in response to popular demand. 
But by preference he adheres to the estab- 
lished repertoire. He and his sister Amparo, 
who love to play together, welcome all the 
more warmly Mozart’s D Major Sonata, which 
was designed by the composer from the start 
to be played on two pianos. 


A few years before young Mozart composed 
it, he made a discovery that was most im- 
portant to him. He was introduced to a new 
piano, an encounter more precious to him 
than a meeting with the loveliest lady in the 


world (and he liked lovely ladies). 


Like other musicians of the eighteenth 
century, he played the harpsichord well, and 
also the piano. But he was obliged to content 
himself with the inferior instruments which 
were all that could be obtained. They offered 
little incentive to the composition of works to 
be performed on them. Now, in 1777, when 
he had just turned twenty-one, he heard of an 
organ manufacturer, Andreas Stein, who also 
made forte-pianos, as they were then called. 
He decided to present himself incognito to try 
out an instrument. He called on Stein, bearing 
a letter introducing him as Mr. Tramoz, a 
thin disguise of his name. but successful, 
Stein hardly bothered to glance at the letter, 
unobtrusively presented, and indifferently in- 
vited Mozart to try one of the instruments if 
he wished. After a few measures, however. 
indifference gave way to enthusiasm. Stein 
praised the playing, embraced the player, and 
placed the entire stock of pianos at his dis- 
posal. Mozart asked to be allowed to try an 


organ also, and Stein could hardly believe his 
ears when the young man improvised on the 
organ as beautifully as he had on the piano. 

Mozart, for his part, was enraptured with 
the Stein piano, which had a new knee-pedal 
contraption of which he said, “I can put it 
into action with the slightest touch, and when 
I slacken the knee pressure a little. there is no 
echo.” The efficient system of dampers per- 
mitted him to employ a crisp staccato and 
sensitive gradations of sound, and from that 
time on, he used the Stein piano exclusively. 


It came into his life at a psychological 
moment. He had just quarreled with his 
patron, Archbishop Hieronymus in Salzburg, 
who had climaxed a series of persecutions by 
having the young man forcibly ejected from 
the premises. He had. then, to make a living 
elsewhere. He wanted above all to write 
operas, but no patronage was forthcoming. 
The piano sonatas he wrote to order to be 
performed by his pupils. or by himself in 
public, and the concertos he produced for his 
cherished new instrument had to content him 
for the time being. 


He became a wandering minstrel of the key- 
board, age twenty-one. He traveled from place 
to place in a coach, on which he carried not 
only his personal belongings but his own 
piano. His music took little space, for he 
copied his piano pieces into neat little note- 
books, easily carried in his pockets. There was 
a practical reason for this. Since there was no 
copyright protection in his day, he had to be 


on the alert lest his ideas be stolen. If he had 
written them out in full, he would have made 
the theft so much the easier. So he often set 
down the barest of outlines, which he filled in 
ad lib while playing. He improvised as easily 
as he breathed and he required no full score 
when he himself was the performer. 


When he composed a piece for a pupil, as 
was the case with the D Major Sonata, both 
parts were, of course, completely written out. 
A young fraulein unmelodiously named Aurn- 
hammer was the fortunate recipient of this 
piece. She practiced the first piano part as- 
siduously, Mozart played the second, end they 
performed it together at a party in the Aurn- 
hammer home in 1782, a year after its com- 
pletion. He played it again a couple of years 
later with another pupil, Barbara Ployer, on 
her parents’ estate in Ddbling. She seems to 
have been teacher’s pet with him, for he 
dedicated to her the two-piano concerto in 
G Major that he wrote at this time. 


The “grand sonata for two claviers”, as 
Mozart called the sonata, was by no means a 
simple student’s exercise. Alfred Finstein, the 
grealest living authority on Mozart, describes 
it in these words: “This work is ‘galant’ from 
beginning to end; it has the form and the 
thematic material of an ideal sinfonia for an 
opera buffa” (that is, an instrumental intro- 
duction to a comic opera); “no cloud ob- 
scures its gaiety. But the art with which the 
two parts are made completely equal, the play 
of the dialogue, the delicacy and refinement 


of the figuration, the feeling for sonority in 
the combination and exploitation of the dif- 
ferent registers of the two instruments—all 
these things exhibit such mastery that this 
apparently ‘superficial’ and entertaining work 
is at the same time one of the most profound 
and most mature of all of Mozart’s composi- 
tions. No doubt he felt this himself. 


Mozart’s only two-piano writings were a 
concerto, a Fugue in C Minor, and this com- 
bination “grand sonata for two claviers.” 


When he played it himself, his small hands 
moved over the keys with complete ease and 
naturalness; his mastery was amazing; his 
playing had “an adorable simplicity, an ex- 
pressiveness moving and profound.” In the 
two Iturbis, he finds worthy successors. After 
an all-Mozart concert played by José Iturbi, 
the critic Lawrence Gilman wrote, “When 
Mr. Iturbi plays Mozart, the cognoscenti— 
those in the know— take notice.”

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Schubert sypHony No. 8, IN B MINOR (“Unfinished”) 


Boston Symphony

ha immortal testimony to the genius of Franz 
Schubert was begun in the latter part of 1822. 


Much speculation has resulted in regard to the un- 
finished state in which the symphony was left. Some 
maintain that the composer said all that was neces- 
sary in these two movements, while others claim 
that he died before he had a chance to finish it. 
Actually, Schubert lived six years after the first two 
movements were written; he even began work on a 
third movement, rough sketches of which are in 
existence. The logical assumption is that he either 
abandoned it at this point or that his interest was 
taken up by a new work, and he simply forgot 
about the B Minor Symphony. The great tragedy 


of this masterpiece is that the composer never lived 
to hear it played. It was discovered in 1865 among 
Schubert manuscripts in the possession of Anselm 
Hiittenbrenner in Vienna, and was first performed 
in that year at a Gesellschaft concert. 


Technically, the work is incomplete—for the plan 
of a symphony consists of not two, but four move- 
ments. Yet there is a completeness to this utterance 
of Franz Schubert—there is depth, yearning, ex- 
quisite lyricism in this expression from the pen of 
the greatest of all song writers. The work is one of 
sheer genius, considering the fact that Schubert 
never heard a note of it, and was never able to 
make corrections or changes as a result of hearing 
its actual sound. Indeed, it is a monument to the 
fine craftsmanship, the imaginative scope of its cre- 
ator. The Unfinished Symphony remains one of the 
masterpieces of symphonic literature, a great work, 
beloved and immortalized though the years.

The first movement is marked Allegro Moderato. 
With quiet dignity, the ’cellos and basses usher in 
the opening phrase, a somber expression of utmost 
depth and poignancy. Violins now enter with a 
soft tremolo introduction; and presently, above the 
shimmering tones of the lighter strings the initial 
subject sings forth from the oboes and clarinets. 


The exquisite simplicity of this passage, the gentle 


expectant quality of its line, render it one of the 
loveliest of the Master. The woodwind melody is 
repeated. A new chordal figure, strong and decisive, 
a figure that is to become of utmost importance 
later in the movement, appears now, intimating an 
idea to be more fully developed. 


Suddenly the horn and bassoon speak as one 
voice—one dramatic impulse that lingers, changing 
color as it softly fades. A short phrase ushers in 
the accompanying violins and we have arrived at 
the glorious second subject, one of the most haunt- 
ingly beautiful of melodies. It is this song of the 
‘cellos that remains the best beloved and most well 
remembered theme of the entire symphony. It is 
this yearning utterance that has captured for some 
the whole romantic essence of Franz Schubert. 
Tender and wistful it is, and touched with that 
melancholy longing so typical of his spirit. The 
movement continues as these two themes blend and 
intertwine with a new lovely succession of mel- 
odies. There is more than lyric simplicity here— 
there is drama and richness of the warmest and 
most vital shades as this music unfolds and de- 
velops before us.

The beautifully flowing andante movement, while 
presenting little change in tempo, rhythm, or even 
in the general contour of the melodic line, estab- 
lishes, nevertheless, a new mood. Possibly it is the 
wondrous effect of tone-colors, key-relationships. 
and alterations of mode that account for the psy- 
chological change in the spirit of this movement. 


At any rate, it is a golden expression, superb in its

wandering, ear-haunting effect. 


The opening of the first melody occurs in the 
basses. Softly and broodingly, the descending pizzi- 
cato melody persists for a while, glowing with deep 
color. Presently the violin enters, literally singing 
out its gentle message. It resolves into a lovely quiet 
phrase, a roundly shaped passage of utmost tender- 
ness. Following some episodic treatment, we arrive 
at the second subject, softly enunciated by a solo 
clarinet. The wistful question of this phrase climbs 
upward, altering rhythmically to the climax, when 
it resignedly descends once again. 


Truly magnificent is the development that fol- 
lows, the weaving of all of these melodies together 
in beautiful tonal patterns. The ominous tread of 
the basses is contrasted with the tenderness of the 
lighter strings and winds. Toward the close, the 
final version of the early woodwind melody appears 
now fortified by brass, and projected mightily hy 
the full orchestra. On a note of resignation and 
peace, this beautiful utterance of Franz Schubert 
ends. 


In this superb recording by one of the foremost 
interpreters of symphonic music, all the luminous 
quality of the young Viennese composer sings out 
in its true beauty. All of the pathos, the lyric po- 
etry, and the wistful melody of Schubert are mag- 
nificently projected by Serge Koussevitzky and the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra. How marvelously 
gratifying it would have been to Schubert to hear 
the lovely lines of his Unfinished Symphony ren- 
dered in this fashion!
